A-115 Bonnard (colour) 17 mins. 
The film accords full attention to the themes that were 
always Bonnard’s pre-occupation. The exquisite colour 
photography evokes the lyric intensity of the light and 
colour of the places where Bonnard lived and worked.

complete printing process, how the machine reads, the 
various zones of the type bars, the functioning and actual 
wiring of the control panel for unit record machines, and 
the design and purpose of various types of hubs and 
extensions. 1968 


C-16 Data Processing— 

Introductory Principles (colour) 14 mins. 
Narrative and visual descriptions combine to explain clearly 
the basic principles of Data Processing, showing the 
manufacture of punch cards and introducing their use. 
Demonstrations show the numeric organization of the 
punch card into rows and columns, the alphabetic zoning 
principles of the design of the card, and the division into 
fields to accommodate specific jobs. 1968 


C-17 Data Processing—The Reproducer (colour) 14 mins. 
Various reproducing techniques are demonstrated, showing 
the integral functioning of the reproducer. The camera 
examines the gang punching operation, the verification of 
cards by comparison, showing how unmatching cards are 
detected and corrected; mark sensing, and the combination 
of mark sensing and gang punching. Demonstrations show 
the purpose and application of end printing and summary 
punching, how the reproducer is geared to accomplish these 
jobs, and explains the principles of control panel wiring to 
program the reproducer for its different functions. 1968 


C-18 Data Processing—The Sorter (colour) 14 mins. 
The introduction to the sorter takes the form of a visual 
analysis of its parts and the way in which they function. 
The actual sorting operation is conducted, showing how the 
machine reads punched cards, and explaining how it is used 
for separating, merging, and matching. The film deals with 
numerical, block, and alphabetical sorting and explains the 
use of the alphabetical sorting as it is employed in the 
different sorting operations. 1968 


C-19 Filing Procedures in Business 

(second Edition) (colour) 14 mins. 
This is a step-by-step breakdown of the procedures of 
record-keeping in a typical modern business. Various types 
of filing equipment are used to demonstrate preparation of 
records for filing, actual filing, retrieval, and transfer to 
storage. The film also shows the different methods of file 
Organization, such as_ alphabetical, numerical, and 
geographical. 1968 
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C-20 The Information Machine (colour) 10 mins. 
An amusing account of the development of the electronic 
computer, beginning with primitive man and ending with 
the advent of machine simulation. 1968 


C-21 Man and the Computer— 

A Perspective (colour) 20 mins. 
The value of the computer to perform detailed mathe- 
matical operations is emphasized. Primarily it deals with 
problems which have only one correct answer, it stores 
information, and it makes limited selections. There are five 
basic functions in each program or set of instructions fed 
into the machine: input, memory, calculating (add, sub- 
tract, multiply, or divide), computer output, and control 
unit. Various problems are solved to demonstrate these 
functions. 1968 


ENGLISH 


E-143 The Crane’s Magic Gift (colour) 16 mins. 
In animated figures, an elderly couple rescues a crane 
trapped on a snow-covered mountain. As a reward for their 
kindness, the crane, in the form of a lovely girl, weaves 
beautiful cloth for them, but becomes thinner with each 
weaving because she uses her own feathers to make the 
cloth. When her secret is discovered, she flies away in the 
snow. 1967 


E-144 Curl Up Small (colour) 7 mins. 
An animated film from the book of the same name by 
Sandel Stoddard Warburg, CURL UP SMALL is intended to 
envelop its young audience in a quiet and musing climate 
and to ask the child to think about the nature of his world 
while giving him a comfortable acceptance of his own 
dependence. He hears the poetic instructions of all the 
mothers to their babies in the film. The mother fish defines 
the physical world as a water world, the mother bird as a 
world all air and wind and sky, and the mother bear, as an 
earth world. But to the human baby, the world is described 
as bigger and wider than he needs to know all about while he 
is still so little. 1967 


E-145 Developing Reading Maturity: 

Comparative Reading (colour) 11 mins. 
By comparing articles in two encyclopaedias, Jeff gains an 
understanding of different definitions in geography; com- 
Paring two theories in astronomy, he expands his under- 
standing of scientific inquiry. Linda comes to know Mark 
Twain through his works and through works about him. 
Don develops insights into Pilgrim life through comparative 
investigations of materials that differ in literary form. 1967 


E-146 Developing Reading Maturity: 

Interpreting Meaning (colour) 11 mins. 
Examples drawn from the writings of Theodore Roosevelt, 
Donne, Emerson, Swift, Shakespeare, and from the Declar- 
ation of Independence, coupled with imaginative film 
techniques, lead to an understanding of the process of 
interpretation. We see that this process involves under- 


standing the literal meaning, exploring other possible 
meanings, and then checking your interpretation and apply- 
ing it. 1967 


E-147 Developing Reading Maturity: 

The Mature Reader (colour) 11 mins. 
Don’t stop being a good reader, aim at becoming a mature 
reader: this is the message of this film. Dramatic vignettes 
of specific examples introduce and explain the skills of a 
mature reader: critical evaluation, interpreting meaning, 
understanding style, and reading comparatively. 1967 


E-148 Developing Reading Maturity: 

Understanding Style (colour) 11 mins. 
A writer’s purpose, choice of literary form, and character- 
istic language patterns all are part of his style. Selections 
from the works of a number of writers are analyzed to 
show how an author's style reflects his personality. By 
developing an awareness of style, a reader can learn to 
know a writer better, and thus develop a greater appreci- 
ation of what he has to say. 1967 


E-150 Elephants (colour) 5 mins. 
The elephant, that noble beast whose ears, trunk, tusks, 
size, and shape never fail to delight the younger set, now is 
eulogized in a film. Photographed in India in its natural 
habitat, a herd of elephants lolls, gambols, eats, fords a 
river, and generally acts as elephants are expected to act. 
An appropriate poem that describes the elephant’s activities 
accompanies the fascinating visuals. 1968 


E-151 Fishing on the Coast of Japan (colour) 15 mins. 
Fishing off the coast of Japan is a way of life for many 
Japanese—they go out in the morning and return in the 
evening with their catch. This film proceeds without 
narration, but the students can follow the action through 
an excellent visual presentation. 1968 


E-152 The Fortunate Ones (colour) 13 mins. 
Surveys of the facilities and services of the modern school 
library for both students and teachers with emphasis on the 
teachers’ liaison with the library staff are shown. 1967 


E-153 Icarus and Daedalus (colour) 6 mins. 
When parents warn young children of possible danger, the 
do’s and don'ts can be challenged. This animated story of 
the boy who flew too close to the sun despite his father’s 
warning is an important lesson in listening to the advice of 
parents. 1963 


E-154 Improvised Drama, Part | (b/w) 28 mins. 
This film shows how two British teachers of drama work 
with their secondary school students to create a play 
through improvisation. John Hodgson helps his students 
develop a contemporary version of Peer Gynt, based on the 
theme of boasting. Dorothy Heathcote uses ideas and 
problems suggested by her class to provide the background 
for an improvised play. 1966 


E-155 Improvised Drama, Part II (b/w) 28 mins. 
Three approaches to improvised drama are shown. John 


Hodgson continues to help his students develop their play 
with increased understanding and precision. Another 
teacher, Sister Bridget uses improvised drama to introduce 
the study of Romeo and Juliet in her English class. A group 
of drama students from a technical school perform a play 
that they have created around problems arising out of the 
Vietnam war. 1966 


E-156 Jack and the Beanstalk (colour) 16 mins. 
One of the most famous of all fairy tales, this is the story of 
Jack, who climbs the beanstalk that grew overnight from 
“magic beans” his mother threw on the ground, captures 
the goose that lays golden eggs, and meets and kills a giant. 
1967 


E-157 Lady of the Light (colour) 19 mins. 
This true tale dramatizes the story of the lonely young 
daughter of a lighthouse keeper who is dejected because the 
Coast Guard boat that carries the mail never brings her 
letters. Day in and day out the girl is visibly shaken and 
tearful until her concerned father has a simple but fruitful 
idea that ends with the happy and expectant girl receiving 
many letters. The story is presented entirely without 
dialogue or narration but with some natural sound effects 
that add to the reality. 1968 


E-158 The Library—A Place for Discovery 

(colour) 16 mins. 
Highlights the services, materials, and resources of public 
and school libraries, from story-telling to research facilities. 
With this film, teachers can easily show students how to use 
the card catalogue, find books on the shelves, and use the 
vertical files for pictures. 1966 


E-159 The Library and the 

Reading Program (colour) 19 mins. 
To illustrate ways in which teachers develop research skills 
and how the library and the librarian contribute to an 
all-school reading program. Specific projects involving a 
study of canals, a book-reviewing program, and a research 
project on the theatrical performances of Shakespeare's 
plays illustrate proper utilization of the library for infor- 
mation searches, stimulation of individual reading, and 
examination of many types of materials for research. 1966 


E-160 The Lively Art of Picture Books (colour) 57 mins. 
Three prominent artists discuss the thinking and emotions 
depicted in their books, written for children but of 
interest to adults. 1967 


E-161 Lover’s Quarrel with the World (colour) 17 mins. 
A portrait of the American poet, Robert Frost, that reveals 
some of his key philosophic and artistic views. IGS 


E-162 The Modern School Library 20 mins. 
The library is assuming a new role in response to new 
educational programs and approaches which emphasize the 
value of learning through investigation and discovery. The 
extensive and varied collections of learning materials 
mentioned above are made readily available to the student 
through the organization and services of the school library.

This program looks into the ways in which children explore 
the rich resources of the library in a school architecturally 
designed to meet the needs of the child-centred approach in 
education.

E-163 Orpheus and Eurydice (colour) 10 mins. 
Puppets are used to tell the classic Greek legend of the 
minstrel Orpheus and his descent into Hades in quest of his 
lost bride, Eurydice. Orpheus’ harp charms the gods of the 
underworld into relinquishing their claim to Eurydice, but 
she is lost to him forever when he cannot resist the 
temptation to look back. 1963 


E-164 Paddle to the Sea (colour) 28 mins. 
A children’s odyssey from the story by Holling C. Holling: 
a film of a little Indian in a canoe, hand-carved in the 
northern forest and, in the spring launched toward the sea. 
There are many adventures, all photographed with great 
patience and an eye for the beauty of living things. The film 
gives vivid impressions of Canada’s varied landscape and the 
life of its waterways. 1965 


E-165 The Pleasure is Mutual (colour) 24 mins. 
Designed to help adults conduct effective picture-book 
story hours. An explanation of how to choose good books, 
the techniques of presenting them, and the ways of 
controlling the group are carefully matched with 
demonstrations. 1966 


E-166 School Library Services (b/w) 20 mins. 
The need for flexibility and variety in the utilization of 
school library services is the subject of this program. 1968 


E-167 The Shape and Colour Game (colour) 9 mins. 
Abstract toys and materials translate to the young 
audience, through play situations, concepts of the color, 
forms, textures, and structures of the familiar physical 
world. There is no story line and the film is actually a game 
in itself. It follows some structured activities, but mainly 
relies on flash spotlighting of moments of free play. 1967 


E-168 Someday (colour) 9 mins. 
An exciting new approach to extending experience, the film 
presents simple ideas for trips to supermarket, sailboat ride, 
zoo, and baseball game in an unusually imaginative way. 
SOMEDAY suggests non-verbal ways for young children to 
express their experiences, stretches awareness of time and 
prepares them for specific trips, creating a self confident 
approach to new experiences. 1967 


E-169 Tale of Two Cities (colour) 14 mins. 
The central characters and scenes from Charles Dickens’ 
19th century novel emerge from this pictorial summary of 
the original book. As in the other films in this series, 
Geraldine Fitzgerald reads the abridgement. 1967 


E-170 The Teacher and the Library (b/w) 20 mins. 
We see how the librarian is a part of the teaching team 
while, conversely, each teacher is a member of the library 
staff. 1968

E-171 The Thieving Magpie (colour) 10 mins. 
This is a story with a moral, as in all fables. It demonstrates 
that the tyrannical do not always dominate the weak and 
defenseless—but that astuteness and solidarity will triumph 
over brutal violence. The film evokes speculation with form 
and colour, and probes the relationship between this form 
and colour with music. 1968 


E-172 Twelve Dancing Princesses (colour) 12 mins. 
Vibrant colours and cut-out animation re-tell the Grimm’s 
fairy tale of the twelve princesses who danced away their 
shoes every night. One of Grimm's more moralistic tales, it 
is beautifully re-created in this film. 1968 


E-173 20,000 Leagues Under The Sea (colour) 10 mins. 
When the steamship Scotia is damaged by a giant sea- 
mammal, Ned Land, a celebrated harpoonist, and Professor 
Arronax are sent to investigate. The film recounts their 
adventures. 1964 


E-174 What's in a Library (b/w) 20 mins. 
How to find and use the various types of materials located 
in the library. 1968 


GUIDANCE 


G-121 All Systems Go (colour) 16 mins. 
The systems are Canadian and all relate to aircraft that 
seem to be well out in front. While the film will interest 
those in the market for aircraft or aircraft developments, its 
style and clarity, and the speed and acrobatics of some of 
the planes, will excite and awe some audiences. 1968 


G-122 The Boy Who Lives Alone (colour) 10 mins. 
To help students to see the senselessness of the decision to 
run away from home; to show that, although a child enjoys 
being by himself, he needs the security and love of his 
family; to point out how the policeman and other 
community helpers may assist a family in distress. Re- 
creates the story of an angry young boy who runs away 
from home because of some unpleasantness with his 
parents. 1968 


G-123 Phoebe (b/w) 28 mins. 
A film story exploring the state of mind of a teen-age girl 
when she realizes she is pregnant. The film slips in and out 
of the present, past, and future, and highlights her need to 
tell her parents, her boy friend, her school principal, and to 
find some help in her predicament. 1964 


G-124 Vandalism: Crime or Prank (colour) 6 mins. 
This film explores the question of whether vandalism is a 
crime or prank, and whether or not an adult who witnesses 
such an act has an obligation to report the matter. An 
open-end film for discussion. 1966 


G-125 Banking and Your Future (colour) 15 mins. 
This film was produced by The Canadian Bankers’ 


Association with co-operation of Canadian Association of 
Provincial Directors of Guidance and with advice of high 
school students. Provides authentic, documentary coverage 
of a great variety of job opportunities for young men and 
women in modern banking, including ‘‘specialist’’ areas.

HEALTH AND SAFETY 


H-131 A Breath of Air (colour) 21 mins. 
To help convince young people that cigarette smoking can 
cause serious illness and death. The film emphasizes live 
action, microphotography, schematic drawings, charts and 
still photos to present medical and scientific evidence of 
health hazards in cigarette smoking. A highlight of the film 
is a case study presentation of an emphysema patient. 1968 


H-132 Human Body—Sense Organs (colour) 18 mins. 
The scent of perfume, the touch of a hand, an exchange of 
goodnights after a date: these common experiences provide 
the framework of an overview of the sensory receptors. The 
film shows the skin’s Meissner corpuscles, Ruffini and 
Paccinian corpuscles, Krause’s end bulos, and free nerve 
endings; the ear’s organ of Corti; the olfactory receptors; 
the taste buds; and the rods and cones of the eye. 1968 


H-133 Life From Life (colour) 11 mins. 
Plant trees, fish, and frogs tell the story of reproduction 
and fertilization. Close-up camerawork combines with the 
microscope to capture in detail the actuality of mating, 
egg-laying, fertilization, hatching, development and growth 
of angel-fish, and leopard frogs. 1968 


H-134 Steps Toward Maturity 

and Health (co!our) 10 mins. 
Focusing on the demands made by today’s society, the 
subject matter of the film stresses the interdependence of 
physical, mental, and social health. Among the early 
Greeks, good health was greatly prized and sought after 
through clean living and proper mental attitudes. To 
illustrate the gamut of modern attitudes toward healthful 
living, the film introduces a number of humourous ani- 
mated characters that represent types of individuals in our 
society. 1968 


H-135 Two Become One (colour) 10 mins. 
The mating process of mammals is explained in live action 
and animation through the use of the male and female cat. 
The proper terms of the male sex organs are introduced. 
The different cycles of different kinds of female mammals, 
including human, are explained. Changes in the uterus and 
development of a fertilized egg are shown as they occur 
inside the body of a human mother. 1968 


H-136 Understanding Stresses and Strains (colour) 10 mins. 
One of the most common problems man has to face in our 
modern society is the day-to-day pressures of living in a 
competitive world. Failure to deal sensibly and logically 
with this problem can have a deteriorating effect upon 


man’s health in general. A combination of animated and 
live action footage, the film deals with contemporary health 
problems. 1968 


H-137 What Happens Inside (colour) 9 mins. 
The meaning of gestation, umbilicus, and placenta are 
explained through animation and close-ups of live action. 
Kittens are seen developing inside the mother cat and the 
birth of a kitten is seen in actuality. Actual comparisons 
between the care of a mother cat for her kittens and a 
human mother for her children are shown. The first four 
months in the development of a human baby inside the 
mother’s body is explained step-by-step by sight and sound.

HE-71 Kitchen Management Principles (colour) 13 mins. 
Demonstrating ways to achieve efficiency in kitchen 
management includes organization of work areas, careful 
selection of food, pre-planning of meals, following rules of 
cleanliness and safety, setting tables, and simplification for 
washing up. 1967 


HE-72 Nobody Waves Good-bye (b/w) 80 mins. 
A story of teen-age conflict—the predicament of a youth 
who rebels against his parents’ middle-class goals and 
conventions but finds the world, away from home and high 
school, a cold place to go it alone, and ideals no defense 
when the need for money leads to shady practices. Filmed 
in Toronto, this feature-length picture is a study of the 
sources of delinquency in an affluent society, mirroring 
many of the problems and frustrations of young people.

HE-73 The Summer We Moved 

To Elm Street (colour) 28 mins. 
In the mobile society some families move a lot, and 
children have to make new friends just when they are 
becoming comfortable with the ones they have. This film 
tries to show what goes on in the mind of a nine-year-old 
girl who finds happiness disturbed by a move to another 
street and by her father’s increasing drunkenness. 1964 


HE-74 The Things | Cannot Change— 

Parts | & II (b/w) 55 mins. 
A look at a family in trouble, seen from the inside. There is 
trouble with the police, the begging for stale bread at the 
convent, the birth of another child, and the father who 
explains his family’s predicament. Although filmed in 
Montreal, this is the anatomy of poverty as it occurs in 
North America, seen by a camera that became part of 
family life for several weeks. 1965 


HE-75 Where Mrs. Whalley Lives (b/w) 28 mins. 
A study of the conflict between generations that can arise 
despite the efforts of everyone to avoid it. Mrs. Whalley is 
an aging grandmother who lives with her son’s family and 
sometimes it becomes a strain to hide hurt and loneliness 
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for the sake of harmony in her son’s home. 1965 


HE-76 The World of Three (b/w) 28 mins. 
When you are only three years old, home can be big and 
bewildering and everybody in it ten feet tall. There is no 
analysis of child behaviour, only the camera observing, 
recording. But more eloquent than commentary is the face 
of the little boy as it reflects what it means to be on the 
receiving end of what is called “child training’. 1966 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS 


1A-23 Hand Tools for Metalworking (colour) 28 mins. 
A study of the everyday tools of mechanics and craftsmen. 
Close-ups are used to show grip, angle of use, and action of 
the various metal working tools. Attention is given to 
proper procedures and safety practices. 1968 


1A-24 Hand Tools for Woodworking (colour) 23 mins. 
Gives a close look at the everyday tools used in a 
wocdworking shop and shows students of high school age 
involved in daily shop procedures. Introduces and clearly 
illustrates the safe and proper use of hammers, screw 
drivers, saws, chisels, planes, rasps, and boring tools. 1968

LG-4 Der Rhein (colour) 14 mins. 


This German language teaching film is narrated in slowly, 
distinctly spoken German, consisting of short sentences and 
simplified construction, easily understood by second-year 
German classes which have been prepared for the showing. 
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The film takes us on a trip along the Rhine from Koln to 
Mainz, presenting views of commerce on the river and of 
places along the way made famous by German legend, 
history and song. A Handbook contains narration, 
vocabulary and marginal notes. 1956 


LG-5 Der Schwarzwald (colour) 12 mins. 
The villages, farms and resorts of Germany's Black Forest 
are the subjects of this film for use by intermediate classes. 
Typical architecture and scenic beauties of Baden-Baden, 
Freiburg, Pforzheim, Triberg and Donaueschingen are 
shown. 1961 


LG-6 Die Bezaubernde Schweiz (colour) 15 mins. 
Distinctly narrated in authentic, native German, almost 
entirely in the present tense, this language teaching film on 
scenic Switzerland is intended for intermediate German. 
The vocabulary includes words pertaining to towns and 
cities, music, festivals, mountainous scenery, skiing and 
other activities. Sentence construction—frequently short 
and simple—occasionally includes longer sentences with 
subordinate clauses. The style of narration is vigorous and 
imaginative. 1961 


LG-7 Oberbayern (colour) 15 mins. 
This intermediate German language teaching film depicts 
life in Upper Bavaria—with a broad range of subject matter 
and ideas presented in clearly enunciated German. The film 
opens in Oberammergau,where we observe the cleanliness 
and neatness of the town, view the village church, visit a 
woodcarver and meet townfolk who take part in the famous 
Passion Play. Other Bavarian towns, artisans at work, 
pageants, an Alpine lake, the Linderhof, dancing—these 
are among the numerous subjects of this useful 
language film. 1961 


LG-8 Romantische Stadte (colour) 13 mins. 
A German language-teaching aid for use with intermediate 
classes, this film on romantic cities takes us to Munich, 
Dinkelsbuhl and Rothenburg, where we view richly 
ornamented buildings, statuary, famous galleries, gardens, 
cafes, interesting townfolk and a fortified gate, tower and 
castle—all commented on in clearly spoken German. 1963 


LANGUAGE—RUSSIAN 


LR-1 Moscow and Leningrad (colour) 14 mins. 
This Russian language-teaching film views Red Square, the 
Kremlin and the Pokrovskiy Cathedral; a taxi-ride shows 
busy city traffic—auto and pedestrian, consumer-goods 
stores, and in general, the physical appearance of the city. 
A trip through GUM, then a ride via metro to the outskirts 
of the city where apartment house construction is viewed. 
After a stop at a service station for gasoline, we travel to 
Leningrad, where further observation of modern urban life 
in U.S.S.R. concludes the film. 1963 


LR-2 Rest and Leisure in the U.S.S.R. (colour) 14 mins. 
This Russian language-teaching film looks at the way Soviet 


citizens enjoy leisure activities. Families enjoy an excursion 
to Moscow’s Park of Culture and Rest; in winter, skiing and 
skating are enjoyed, while in the south, a warm climate 
finds vacationers swimming off beaches and in _ lakes. 
Mountain lakes find lovers of boating and fishing in 
attendance. This’ film concludes by visiting a 
young-workers’ resort at a particularly interesting time—a 
visiting American couple engages in an exchange of folk 
dances and songs. 1963 


LR-3 Science, Technology and 

Art in the U.S.S.R. (colour) 13 mins. 
This Russian language-teaching film begins with a look at 
the way young people study; first the seven-year school, 
then the ten-year school, and for the most serious students, 
on to the VUZ. At Moscow University foremost attention is 
devoted to technical subjects. The film then shows 
industry; uses of atomic energy in power stations, the 
atom-powered icebreaker ‘‘Lenin’’, steel mills and heavy 
shipping. Finally, many of the cultural activities of Soviet 
citizens are shown: Dynamo Stadium physical culture 
exhibitions, famed Bolshoi Ballet, Moscow Circus, and the 
important media of mass communication, TV and motion 
pictures. 1963 


LANGUAGE-—SPANISH 


LS-6 De Compras en Espana (colour) 11 mins. 
The film depicts shopping in Spain, in such stores as a 
bakery and fruit market. Includes scenes of the “El 
Rastro’, the outdoor market of Madrid and some exclusive 
shops. 1965 


LS-7 Escuelas de Madrid (colour) 14 mins. 

Shows the public, private, and vocational schools in Madrid. 

Pictures classes in session and children of the playground. 
1965 


LS-8 Paisajes Espanoles (colour) 15 mins.

LS-9 Pastiempos Espanoles (colour) 11 mins. 
Depicts the recreational pastimes of the people of 
contemporary Spain. Includes scenes of the beach, public 
parks, plazas, a bullfight, gypsy flamenco dancing, and the 
Barcelona fountains by night. 1965 


LS-10 Un Restaurante Madrileno (colour) 11 mins. 
Shows a restaurant in Madrid. Pictures some Spanish foods 
being served, including paella, a national dish. Shows 
farmlands and orchards which contribute to Spain’s food 
supply. 1965 


LS-11 Viviendas Espanolas (colour) 11 mins. 
Shows modern family dwellings—individual homes and 
apartments—in Madrid and Barcelona. Presents examples of 


architectural styles representative of the many regions of 
Spain. 1965

M-45 Conics III (b/w) 25 mins. 
To analyze by means of animation the curves defined by 
a +h = 1 where k is any real number and to relate the 
resulting curve to the appropriate curve of intersection 
when a plane meets a right circular cone. 1968 


M-46 Dance Squared (colour) 3% mins. 
This film is an encounter with geometrical shapes which 
children can readily understand and enjoy. As the title 
suggests, DANCE SQUARED employs movement, colour, 
and music to explore the symmetries of the square. Every 
movement of the square and its components presents an 
opportunity to observe its geometrical properties in a way 
that is intriguing to young minds. 1963 


M-47 Graphs (b/w) 20 mins. 
To introduce some aspects of graphing as outlined in 
curriculum 1 12C, Unit 9 and to relate where possible the 
use of graphs in practical situations. 1968 


M-48 The History of Numerals (b/w) 10 mins. 
Just as there were great differences in language throughout 
the ancient world there were also many variations in 
recording numbers. The methods and materials used 
reflected the environment of the people. The purpose of 
this program is to investigate the early development of 
numerals. 1968 


M-49 Notes on a Triangle (colour) 5 mins. 
Film animation of a triangle, which in this film achieves the 
distinction of principal dancer in a geometric ballet. This 
film shows the triangle splitting into some three hundred 
transformations, dividing and subdividing with grace and 
symmetry to the music of a waltz. 1964 


M-50 So You Want To Buy A Car (b/w) 20 mins. 
To introduce and compare some different methods to 
borrow money for purchasing personal property as outlined 
in Curriculum 1 12D, Units 4 and 6. 1968

Mu-68 Casals Conducts (b/w) 17 mins. 
A glimpse into the workshop of Pablo Casals, filmed at 
Festival Casals, University of Puerto Rico. The artist 
conducts a rehearsal of the Bach Orchestral Suite in 
C-Major, then brings it to the finished performance. This 
film illustrates how the maestro conducts and how his 
preparation is reflected in the final performance. 1964

In 
solving these problems students will gain facility in using 
artistic materials. 1963 


PE-116 Modern Dance: Choreography and 

the Source (colour) 20 mins. 
On the assumption that the choreographer’s task is to enrich 
the original source of his inspiration, this film suggests 
opportunities for the dramatic blending of movement and 
form. 1967 


PE-117 Modern Dance Technique in 

Sequential Form (colour) 12 mins. 

A comprehensive demonstration of basic, expressive dance 

movements, showing how they are related and how they 

lend themselves to numerous variations. The film stresses 

that technique is developed from natural body movements. 
1961 


PE-118 Orienteering (colour) 10 mins. 
Orienteering combines vigorous exercise with the 
development and use of compass and map-reading skills. 
Each participant is equipped with a topographical map of 
the course and a compass to guide him. Each must check in 
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at all the intermediary control points in the proper order, 
and the first to reach the finish line is the winner. This film 
will be of interest to those who want to develop compass 
and map reading skills for any purpose. 1968 


SCIENCE—BIOLOGY 


SB-110 Biology in Space Science (colour) 13 mins. 
Men experiencing extreme forces on giant centrifuges and 
vibrating chairs; cats, pigeons, and men subjected to a 
weightless’ state; mice living in a closed, self-sustaining 
ecological system; men sealed in heat chambers and 
pressure chambers: these are some of the experiments 
biologists are performing to solve the problems of 
sustaining men in the hostile environment of space. 1968 


SB-111 Darwin and the Theory of 

Natural Selection (colour) 14 mins. 
Through Darwin’s observations of the coasts and islands of 
South America and experiments made in England, we see 
how this scientist developed his ‘Theory of Natural 
Selection”. Many rare views of animal and plant life were 
photographed on the Galapagos Islands for the film. 1968 


SB-112 Dissection and Anatomy of 

the Mammalian Heart (colour) 15 mins. 
This film teaches the dissection techniques and the 
anatomy of the mammalian heart. It may be used as a 
preview to laboratory sessions or as a substitute for them 
on the high school level. 1967 


SB-113 Genetics: Chromosomes and 

Genes Meiosis (colour) 16 mins. 
Specially constructed models show that differences in 
individuals of every plant or animal species are traceable to 
the sperm and egg cells, produced produced through the 
process of meiosis. These cells contain only half the number 
of chromosomes present in other body cells. The 
chromosomes are randomly assorted, thus accounting for 
individual differences. Other causes demonstrated in this 
film are crossing-over and mutation. 1968 


SB-114 Genetics: Functions of 

DNA and RNA (colour) 14 mins. 
In all living things—simple or complex, one-celled or 
many-celled—heredity means transmission of characteristics 
from cell to cell. This film shows cellular mechanisms that 
make heredity possible: DNA in the nucleus, and messenger 
RNA and transfer RNA in the cytoplasm. The film 
illustrates not only how specific DNA codes result in 
specific proteins, but how mutation and differentiation 
may occur. 1968 


SB-115 New Frontier of the Brain (b/w) 27 mins. 
In this special report, five of the nation’s leading brain 
scientists dramatically point out how much is known and 
not known about this complex subject and describe the 
remarkable strides being made by science in exploring the 
human mind. An actual brain operation on a human patient 


is shown, as well as experiments on the brains of 
animals. 1968 


SCIENCE—CHEMISTRY 


SC-31 Acid-base Indicators (colour) 19 mins. 
Uses the proton-donor theory to interpret the experimental 
behaviour of acid-base indicators. Experiments and 
animation show the effects on indicators of changing 
acidity. 1963 


SC-32 Biochemistry and 

Molecular Structure (colour) 22 mins. 
Shows the role of molecular structure in determining 
biological activity. Correlates the structure and biological 
activity of sulfanilamide with a vitamin essential for 
bacterial growth. This study leads to an investigation of the 
biochemical nature of growth. 1963 


SC-33 Catalysis (colour) 17 mins. 
Emphasizes that catalysts are typical chemical reactants. 
Explains that they are only unique in that they are 
regenerated during the reaction rate. 1962 


SC-34 Chemical Bonding (colour) 16 mins. 
Describes chemical bonding in terms of the electric 
interactions that cause bonding in hydrogen. Shows the 
energy released when hydrogen atoms combine on a 
platinum surface. 1963 


SC-35 Equilibrium (colour) 24 mins. 
Deals with three questions—what is chemical equilibrium, 
how does the chemist recognize it, and how does he explain 
it? 1962 


SC-36 Electrochemical Cells (colour) 22 mins. 
Presents the role of equilibrium at the electrodes in an 
electrochemical cell. Experiments are performed which 
indicate the migration of ions in a cell. 1963 


SC-37 Hydrogen Atom—As viewed by 

Quantum Mechanics—Advanced version (b/w) 23 mins. 
Demonstrates the probability distribution of the electron 
by analogies. Uses animation to show orbital features of the 
hydrogen atom. 1963 


SC-38 lonization Energy (colour) 22 mins. 
Presents two methods of measuring ionization energy: 
photo-ionization and electron bombardment. Animation 
shows what occurs on the atomic level during the ionization 
process. 1962 


SC-39 Mechanisms of an 

Organic Reaction (colour) 20 mins. 
A study of the hydrolysis of the ester methyl benzoate 
shows that the discovery of a reaction mechanism includes 
a determination of the chemical equation, the structures of 
the reactants and products, the fate of each atom of the 


reactants, and the structures of the intermediate molecules. 
Discusses bond polarity. 1962 


SC-40 Molecular Spectroscopy (colour) 23 mins. 
Uses laboratory experiments, molecular models, and 
animation to show details of the infra-red light-absorption 
process and its relation to molecular properties. Presents 
the concepts of natural vibration frequencies in molecules. 
1962 


SC-41 Nitric Acid (colour) 18 mins. 
Describes the characteristics of nitric acid and discusses its 
uses. Demonstrates how nitric acid may act as an acid, a 
base, and an oxidizing agent. Points out how it is 
manufactured. 1962 


SC-42 Synthesis of an Organic Compound 

(colour) 22 mins. 
Shows the synthesis of 2-butanone, a ketone, from 
2-butanol, an alcohol, as an example of a common type of 
organic synthesis. Cites three basic steps in the process: 


synthesis, purification and identification. 1962 
SC-43 Transuranium Elements (colour) 23 mins. 
Features four chemists from Lawrence Radiation 


Laboratory who were involved in the actual discovery and 
identification of the transuranium elements. 1962 


SC-44 Vibration of Molecules (colour) 12 mins. 
Shows the relationship between the structure of a molecule 
and its vibrational motions. Indicates the effect of 
molecular collision or absorption of light on vibrations. 
1962 


SCIENCE—GENERAL 


SG-179 The Deep Frontier (colour) 25 mins. 
This film presents interviews with several pioneers of 
undersea exploration, including Commander Scott 
Carpenter, Jacques-Yves Costeau, and Captain George 
Bond, and depicts a variety of newly-developed devices for 
exploring the ocean. 1966 


SG-180 Electromagnetic Induction (colour) 14 mins. 
Using special techniques to show in live action how a 
conductor cuts through a magnetic flux, this film examines 
in detail the process by which an electromotive force is 
produced in a conductor. By means of laboratory 
demonstrations, the film investigates the three main 
applications of electromagnetic induction—generators, 
motors, and transformers and other induction coils. 1967 


SG-181 Exploring Electromagnetic 

Energy (colour) 16 mins. 
An introduction to electromagnetic energy, and some of 
the ways in which we use it every day. Explains why radio 
waves, infra-red, visible light, ultra-violet, x-rays, and gamma 
rays are all members of the same family. 1967 
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SG-182 How Solid is Rock? (colour) 22 mins. 
To help students grasp the concept that the earth, when 
considered over the long span of geologic time, behaves 
much like a soft ball, and to establish a parallel between the 
constant flux of the atmosphere and hydrosphere and the 
deformation and movement of the lithosphere. Air views, 
cross-sections of the earth’s crust, and magnified views of 
the internal structure of rocks illustrate the state of change 
and the endless flow that is reflected in the grain of rock. 
Stop-motion provides the student the opportunity for close 
observation and the time to draw or test individual 
conclusions. 1968 


SG-183 Reading Weather Maps (colour) 13 mins. 
Step-by-step preparation of a station model includes 
symbols for cloud coverage, wind direction and speed, dew 
point, and barometric pressure and tendency. Based on 
hundreds of station models in North America, we see 
isobars, low and high pressure areas, warm and cold fronts, 
and areas of precipitation added to complete the weather 
map. We see how the weather map may be used to forecast 
weather. 1967 


SG-184 Simple Machines: Work and 

Mechanical Advantage (colour) 13 mins. 
Pointing out that complex machines are combinations of 
simple machines, the six simple machines are shown to be 
variation of two basic ones; the lever from which the pulley 
and wheel and axle are derived, and the inclining plane, 
from which the screw and wedge were derived. How each 
machine multiplies force or trades force for distance is 
described quantitatively in terms of work and mechanical 
advantage. 1968 


SG-185 The Story of Electricity— 
The Greeks to Franklin (colour) 14 mins. 
Re-enactments of key advances in man’s knowledge of 
electricity are told in the actual words of the discoverers, 
from the early Greek’s elektron, or amber, to Benjamin 
Franklin's single-fluid theory. The ideas, methods, and 
inventions of William Gilbert, Stephen Gray, Francis 
Huaksbee, Pieter vanMusschenbroek, and finally Franklin 
are illustrated in this first chapter of the story of electricity. 
1968 


SG-186 Water For All Living Things (colour) 9 mins. 
Stresses that all living things require water, even when it is 
not readily available. Leads to discussion of sources for 
fresh water, methods of transportation and storage of fresh 
water and new scientific experiments that will add to our 
future water supply, such as changing salt water to fresh. 
1968 


SG-187 What’s The Weather Like? (colour) 10 mins. 
When the Anderson Family has to change their plans for a 
picnic we see how seasons and climates affect our homes 
and activities, and realize what we do, wear, and eat often 
depends on the weather. 1967 
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SCIENCE—NATURAL 


SN-274 Life Story of the 

Ladybird Beetle (colour) 10 mins. 
The film shows the complete metamorphosis in the life 
cycle of the ladybird beetle, illustrating how the insect is 
adapted for specific functions at each of the four stages. 
The adult beetle is seen lifting its outer wings, unfolding its 
inner wings, and taking flight. 1967 


SN-275 Life Story of a Social 

Insect—The Ant (colour) 11 mins. 
A film designed to show that community life is not limited 
to human beings. Students will learn why ants are termed 
“social” as they observe the structure of an ant colony and 
the tasks performed by different types of ants. In addition 
to follawing the start of a new colony, the film identifies 
the three sections of an ant’s body—head, thorax, and 
abdomen. 1968 


SN-276 Seashells (b/w) 14 mins. 
What is the story behind a pile of seashells which children 
have collected from the beach? Some of the activities of 
underwater life are depicted, as well as the disastrous 
effects of winter weather on undersea life—thus explaining 
the empty shells. 1967 


SN-277 Town Mouse and 

Country Mouse (b/w) 13 mins. 
The film shows mice of field and house, including 
sequences of underground burrows and nest. The mice are 
photographed in their natural habitats. 1967 


SN-278 Trees Grow Through 

the Years (colour) 11 mins. 
Trees are among the oldest and largest of living things. The 
story of a tree begins with great numbers of seeds. Through 
time-lapse photography, we see the first growth, and then 
watch the development through the years. We see details of 
growth, including the changing appearance of bark and 
branches, and the processes of healing or decay when 
branches are removed from a tree. 1967 


SCIENCE—PHYSICS 


SP-83 Mass and Weight 

in Physics (colour) 11 mins. 
The behaviour of a bowling ball in a real bowling alley and 
in imaginary alleys at the North Pole, at the equator, on the 
moon and in the depths of intergalactic space helps us to 
explore the fundamental concepts of mass and weight. 
Demonstrations clarify the relationship between 
gravitational mass and inertial mass. 1967 


SOCIAL STUDIES 


ASIA 

SS-744 Soviet School Children (colour) 11 mins. 
This film is about the education of two Russian schoolgirls, 
one in the first grade and one in the fifth grade. The girls 
live with their mother and father in a modern apartment in 
a new suburb of Moscow. Emphasis is placed on subjects 
studied in both grades, as well as on the political youth 
groups. The pervasive role of government is stressed; it 
controls the father’s and mother’s jobs, newspapers, youth 
clubs, as well as the schools. The film ends with the 
provocative question “What do you think is the real 
difference between your school and one in the Soviet 
system?” 1967 


GEOGRAPHY 

SS-745 Food From The Sea (colour) 11 mins. 

Live action sequences along with diagrams and illustrations 

help to give young viewers an understanding of purse 

seining, the method used to take fish from the sea. 

Cooking, packing, and labelling operations are also shown. 
1967 


SS-746 The Globe and Our 

Round Earth (colour) 11 mins. 
We can see a small part of the earth from a treetop or a tall 
building, but we must rise far above it to see it as a whole. 
We can also study it by means of a model—a globe. By 
examining the globe, the film points out some of the earth's 
major features such as the poles, the equator, reasons for 
day and night, the land surfaces and oceans, and shipping 
and air routes between the hemispheres. 1968 


SS-747 Greenland’s New Life (colour) 10 mins. 
Shows Greenland changing from a self-sufficient country to 
a country depending upon trade with the outside world and 
adopting modern ways of life. 1959 


SS-749 The Harbour (colour) 11 mins. 
American harbours are viewed to illustrate the three basic 
kinds of harbours: natural, river, and man made. 1968 


SS-749 Journey in France (colour) 16 mins. 
A large family travels the rivers and canals from Marseille to 
Strasbourg, The commentary explains the sights and 
industrial development of the countryside. 1967 


SS-750 Leave This Not to Cain 

(Northern Canada) (colour) 23 mins. 
The possibilities of opening up the northern regions of 
Canada are investigated, with emphasis on the potential 
industrial developments which are being ignored at the 
present time. 1968 


SS-751 North American Regions: The Atlantic 
and Gulf Coastal Plains (colour) ‘16 mins. 
Following the coast from New England around to Texas, 


these lowlands have a wide range of climates. Access to the 
sea has played a vital role in the development of the 
region's intensive commerce; changing patterns of land use 
illustrate man’s modification of his environment to keep 
pace with a modern economy; and the growing 
metropolitan clusters are evidence of the quickening rate of 
urbanization. 1968 


SS-752 People of Venice (colour) 16 mins. 
A workingman’s family living today against the background 
of Venice’s past. 1967 


SS-753 Southern Asia—Problems 

of Transition (colour) 18 mins. 
A survey of life in southeast Asia is shown, from India east 
to the Philippines and South to Indonesia, using Ceylon as a 
specific example. Problems discussed include the influences 
of western colonization, religion, and customs, limited 
health services, lack of equipment and skilled labour, and 
lack of natural resources. There do not appear to be any 
easy solutions to the vast problems. 1968 


SS-754 The Suez Canal (colour) 11 mins. 
A canal through the Isthmus of Suez was a dream dating 
back to the Pharaohs. We see the realization of this dream 
at the hands of Ferdinand de Lesseps in the 19th century. 
Then we travel on the English liner “‘Stratheden” from Port 
Said to the Indian Ocean amid the bustling traffic of the 
canal. 1964 


SS-755 Tropical Jungle (colour) 15 mins. 
The jungle of Malaya is used to present the strange sounds 
and sights typical of tropical jungles. We see animals, both 
familiar and strange; remarkable plants of unique shapes 
and colours; and insects of unusual size. Primitive man 
hunted with a blowpipe and made fire in a Stone Age 
manner. Authentic sounds recorded on location, help 
provide a clearer picture of the jungle environment. 1964 


SS-756 Wild River (colour) 14 mins. 
Natural water supplies, such as the Wild River, provide a 
haven for woodland creatures, and supply recreation areas 
for people. Only through co-operation and applied 
conservation measures can these rivers be protected for 
present and future generations. 1967 


SS-757 Yugoslav Boy—Story of Frane (colour) 18 mins. 
Explores a boy's way of life on the island of Brac, 
Yugoslavia: his schooling, games, food, summer job. 
Viewers see how each season brings changes in the 
day-to-day life of a Yugoslav family and get a look at some 
of the customs, music, and handiwork of this island.- 1968

SS-758 And We Were Young 

(World War 1) (colour) 90 mins. 
Raymond Massey narrates this CBC Special production for 
Remembrance Day, 1968, covering Canada’s role in World 
War |. 1968 
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SS-759 The Assassination of Julius Caesar (b/w) 27 mins. 
March 15, 44 B.C. Rome and the assassination of Caesar. 
An episode from the CBS series “You Are There’. 1963 


SS-760 Boston Tea Party (b/w) 27 mins. 
December 16, 1773: the eventful day when the colonists 
strike against British taxation. From CBS series “You Are 
There’. 1960 


SS-761 Catullus: A Labyrinth of Pleasures (b/w) 25 mins. 
The film uses a dramatic format as one means of 
emphasizing the emotional power and contemporary appeal 
of the poetry of Catullus. In so doing it should support the 
teacher's efforts to motivate the further study of Latin 
poetry. It also aims to encourage the oral reading of Latin 
poetry, to create interest in the comparative study of 
existing English translations, and to stimulate free 
translation by the students themselves as an occasional 
variation from the more literal versions which are generally 
required. 1968 


SS-762 Censorship: A Question 

of Judgment (colour) 6 mins. 
Two basic issues are discussed. First, whether or not it is 
either good reporting or good taste to print a picture of a 
fight involving students in a highschool newspaper and 
second, whether the sponsor of a high school paper should 
have the power to determine what shall and what shall not 
be printed. An open-end discussion film. 1967 


SS-763 Cicero: Death of a Republic, Part Il— 

The Toga and the Sword (b/w) 20 mins. 
The aim of the film is to present a reflective review of 
Cicero's career and an examination of his attitude to the 
various constitutional crises in which he was involved for so 
much of his life. 1968 


SS-764 Clues to Ancient Indian Life (colour) 11 mins. 
Visits an area of the Southwest where primitive man lived. 
Shows an artist reproducing ancient paintings which 
provide valuable information about the past. 1962 


SS-765 Emperor and Slave: The Philosophy 
of Roman Stoicism (colour) 29 mins. 
The film defines the essential features of Stoicism, a 
philosophy that influenced Rome’s ruling classes and can be 
considered one of its great contributions to Western 
civilization. It also provides discussion topics on how the 
actions of Marcus Aurelius were molded by this philosophy. 
1962 


SS-766 Five Foot Square (colour) 23 mins. 
Made by Trent University, an archaelogy dig in the 
Peterborough area is depicted. 1967 


SS-767 Germany Today: 

Fathers and Sons (b/w) 26 mins. 
An examination of the barrier of silence which has 
developed between the generations of Germans who fought 
the war and the postwar generation. The film provides 
insight into the reasons for the rise of Hitler, reviews the 
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war-time days and periods of reconstruction, and shows the 
present unparalleled prosperity. Reveals the changing 
attitudes of Germans over the past two generations. 1967 


SS-768 Growth of Big Business in America (b/w) 16 mins. 
Between 1865 and 1900 America’s economy underwent 
marked change. Factors responsible for this change are 
illustrated: a growing population, improved transportation, 
increased technology, and aggressive businessmen who 
created great corporations. As examples, the film traces the 
growth of Carnegie Steel and Standard Oil, and shows how 
anti-trust federal legislation was enacted in attempts to 
regulate this growth. 1968 


SS-769 Horace (b/w) 25 mins. 
This film has a two-fold purpose. The immediate aim is to 
stimulate further discussion in the classroom of the poem 
considered by the four participants in the program. The 
more important aim is to support the teacher's classroom 
study of Latin poetry by helping students to develop a 
keener awareness of, and greater interest in, those aspects 
of Latin poetry which lie beyond translation. 1968 


SS-770 Industrial Revolution—Beginnings 

in the United States (colour) 23 mins. 
This film presents the historical development of the 
Industrial Revolution in the United States. It illustrates 
how industrialization brought about the rise of great urban 
centres and the decline of an agricultural economy. Also 
shown are the effects of the Industrial Revolution upon the 
lives of the people of the United States. 1968 


SS-771 King Minos and the Minotaur (b/w) 22 mins. 
Archaeologists work on the Isle of Crete to unearth the 
Palace of King Minos.

The film traces the lives of Lenin and Trotsky, showing 
how these two men were the principal engineers of the 
Bolshevik take-over during the Russian Revolution of 1917, 
how they fought off all other groups and _ finally 
consolidated the Communist hold on the Russian nation.

SS-773 Organization and Empire 

(In Defense of Rome Series) (b/w) 20 mins. 
This film is the first of a series of three, visualizing the 
legacy Rome left to the free nations of the west. The 
people and social problems are described and illustrated by 
showing parallels between ancient Rome and the modern 
world.

The second in a series of films on Rome's legacy to the 
western world, this film concentrates on the various aspects 
of Roman Law. 1965 


SS-777 Roman Spirit, The 

(In Defense of Rome Series) (b/w) 20 mins. 

The third film in the series on the philosophy, religion, and 

culture as compared to modern life in the Western World. 
1965 


SS-778 Russia: Czar to Lenin (b/w) 29 mins. 
This dramatic film centres on the events during the years 
1914-1920 when the Bolsheviks seized control of the 
Russian government and fought to maintain themselves in 
power until Lenin replaced the Czar as the head of the new 
Communist government. The film tells the story of the 
Russian Revolution from its outbreak in February of 1917, 
to November of 1920, when the last of the counter- 
revolutionary forces were defeated. 1968 


SS-779 Ste. Marie Among the Hurons (colour) 27 mins. 
Made for the Huronia Historical Development Council of 
the Ontario Department of Tourism and Information, this 
exceptional film recreates the construction of St. Marie 
Among the Hurons by the French between the years 1639, 
and 1649.

SS-780 Cow, The (colour) 11 mins. 
A leisurely and beauty-filled look at cows. A film for 
discovery. To delight and awaken the senses and provoke 
the young intellect as well. 1968 


SS-781 Families and History: 

Why is my Name Anderson (colour) 9 mins. 
Getting acquainted with our custom of giving father’s last 
name to mother and children, young viewers learn how 
families grow and change over the years and how important 
each member is to the other. 1966 


SS-782 Farm Family in Spring (colour) 15 mins. 
Spring is a busy time on a farm, particularly on a dairy 
farm. The film records these activities: planting corn 
tending the dairy herd; planting vegetable gardens; repairing 
and painting farm buildings.

They are 
encouraged through the use of committees to read a variety 
of books on how a vegetable grows.

SS-788 What Colour Are You? (colour) 15 mins. 
Why don't all people look alike and have the same colour 
skin? This film explains how mutations sometimes occur in 
genes to produce different traits in an individual and how 
the changed individual will survive and produce offspring 
like himself. Teachers will find many discussion possibilities 
both for science and social studies classes on the three main 
races of the human species and the advantages of different 
skin colour in relation to geographical locations.

The importance of the individual child with his particular 
learning style is dramatically portrayed throughout the 
film. These are concepts which can be easily utilized in any 
elementary school, old as well as new. The nongraded 
elementary school reinforces rather than retards the natural 
curiosity inherent in all young children.

To introduce several basic production processes which, 
although applied to the production of the chainsaw in this 
program, are fundamental production methods, widely used 
to produce fabricated products.

To explain the concept of quality control, which aims at 
establishing and maintaining product quality and preventing 
defects in the manufacturing cycle, as opposed to the 
concept of inspection of the finished product. Inspection is 
not quality control. Procedures used by inspection on the 
plant floor may be instituted on the recommendations of 
the quality control department, but the quality control 
department is independent of production. 1967

Using a chronological historical approach, this film 
demonstrates that man’s needs—physical, social, spiritual, 
and recreational—caused him to build structures to satisfy 
those needs.

This program shows that the energy generated by burning 
fuels, used to expand air, or gas, provides a power source 
for all heat engines. 1967
